sgic Incidents In China Show The Need For Help Asked In Bishops’ War Relief Collection

China is up to date when it 
comes to persecutions. In that 
country where Mao-Tse-Tung 
is in command, we find an im- 
proved version of the things 
that have been going on behind 
the Iron Curtain of Europe. If 
we add to this the Chinese ele- 
ment, it ends up in a strange 
combination of terror and per- 
secution. No wonder that the 
Russian newspaper “Pravda” 
only recently “stated that the 
Chinese have added something 
new to Communism. The same 
originality has found its way in 
the persecution of the Church. 


A special stage is set and with 
the typical Chinese mentality, 
the drama of persecution goes 
on in a slow tempo with a smile 
of evil satisfaction. This tragic 
comedy is dragged out in time 
in a mysterious and enigmatic 
way, so proper to the Chinese, 
to provide every ounce of devil- 
ish delight. With all the power 
and shrewd technique at his 
command, Mao could have de- 
stroyed the Church in a matter 
of months, but after five years 
of slow bleeding, the mutilated 
Church is still far from being 
extinct. 


Started In 1950 


The full-scale persecution of 
the Catholic Church by the Chi- 
nese Reds began in the latter 
part of 1950. when a govern- 
ment-sponsored movement cut 
the ties between the Holy See 
and the Chinese Catholics, It 
was started as a so-called self- 
initiated program by the Chi- 
nese Catholics to free themsel- 
ves from the “imperialistic in- 
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fluences of the Vatican.” Many 
prominent Chinese Catholics 
were forced to sign a manifesto, 
declaring loyalty to their own 
country and determination to 
oppose the imperialistic attempt 
to use religion as an instrument 
of aggression. 

This manifesto was very mis- 
leading. Although it did not 
contain anything heretical, it 
was the beginning of something 
which a Catholic can never 
accept the independent 
church movement. The com- 
munists collected only a few 
signatures and the ones that 
were published in the news- 


rst In 


papers were obtained by force 
and deceit. In many instances, 


the Communists had shown to. 


the Catholic laity a manifesto 
with forged-signatures of some 
Chinese priests, thus giving the 
laity the impression that the 
manifesto had been sanctioned 
by their’ spiritual leaders. 
After the manifesto had ap- 
peared in the Communist news- 
papers without the names of the 
Chinese priests, those who had 
been induced to sign it, finally 
realized that they had been de- 
ceived. 

On June 2, 1951, the Com- 
munist authorities at Chung- 
king arranged a demonstration 
to petition the expulsion of

Archbishop Riberi, the Apos- 


tolie Internuncio in China. As 


the Communists planned to 
have the Catholics themselves 
ask for the expulsion of the 
Prelate, they appointed a Chi- 
nese priest, Father John Tung, 
to be the principal speaker. 
His speech, which manifested 
the faith and courage of the 
Chinese clergy, sadly upset the 
plan of the Communists. 

In the now famous speech, he 
told that, being a Catholic, he 
could never denounce the In- 
ternuncio, who is the official 
representative of the Holy Fa- 
ther in China, and that, being 
Chinese, he had no choice but

Once an individual perceives 
this, he will understand that he

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Ae Interview With 
Bishop C. M. O’Gara 


\WHEN the Passionist Bishop 

Cuthbert M. O’Gara visited 
Pittsburgh two weeks ago, the local 
Catholic paper asked him for an 
interview. Bishop O’Gara heads 
the Chinese mission diocese of 
Yuanling-Hunan Province. He 
was a prisoner of the Communists 
from June, 1951 until April, 1953. 


At first Bishop O’Gara refused 
to see the reporters. He told them 
he had too often been fooled by 
their kind before. He would say 
one thing and they would print 
another. It was only when the 
“Pittsburgh Catholic” promised to 
quote him exactly that the Bishop 
consented to talk. The reporters 
took down his words, typed them 
out, and then sent them back to 
the Bishop for his final approval. 
And he made copious revisions. 


After reading his remarks one 
can understand why the daily 
press was reluctant to print them 
(which provides one more instance 
of how we must rely on the Cath- 
olic Press for the whole truth). 
Bishop O’Gara’s observations are 
explosive. They constitute a bitter 
denunciation of the American pro- 
Marxist pseudo-intellectuals for 
bringing about the “deliberate, 
premeditated American retreat 
from victory.” (The last three 
words are familiar as the title of 
Senator McCarthy’s book develop- 
ing the Bishop’s thesis. It got him 
into hot water with the iiberals, an- 
tagonized the secular press, and 
ultimately led te his censure by 
the Senate.)

A lady wrote to us some time ago | 
saying that she had written to a|

after her death. He wrote back 
asking why she did not have them 
said while still living, saying that 
she would get more out of them. 
Then she wanted to know the 
reason why she would get more out 
of them. She thought that while 
she was still here on earth she 
could pray for herself but after she 
was dead she would be in purgatory 
and she might not have anybody to 
pray for her and no doubt would 
have to stay there a long time. 


Of course, it is a good thing to 
provide in advance for Masses to 
be offered for the repose of one’s 
soul after death, by depositing 
certain sums of money as stipends 
for Masses to be offered after one’s 
death. Or Catholics simply specify 
in ‘their last wills how many 
Masses are to be offered for them. 
That is good and praiseworthy and 
should by all means be done. And 
yet it would be better and more 
meritorious if they would have 
those (or just as many) Masses 
offered for themselves’ while 
living. We would advise them to do 
both the one and the other. But 
why are Masses offered for oneself 
before death to be preferred? They 
are better and more meritorious for 
the following reasons: 


1. Because then we are the actual 
cause that they are celebrated, can 
perhaps even assist at them, and 
are sure that they are really 
offered. 


2. Because it may be that we are 
living in mortal sin and then we 
may hope that God in His mercy, 
in virtue of those Masses, will give 
the grace of confessing our sins In 
time with true sorrow for them. 


3. Because those Masses can pro- 
cure for us a happy death in, the

4. Because if we have Masses 
offered durimg our lives they will 
await us after our death and either 
preserve us entirely from purga- 
tory or at least shorten the same 
and make it less painful. But if the 
Masses are said only after our 
death, then we await the Masses 
and not the Masses us, which wait- 
ing is truly most bitter and pain- 
ul. : 

5. Because by having Masses 
offered for ourselves during our 
lifetime we make a real sacrifice 
by depriving ourselves of the 
money required for the Mass 
stipends. But after our death it 
does not hurt us any more. Hence 
our sacrifice is not so pleasing to 
God and meritorious for ourselves 
as it would be if we would have 
the Masses said during life. 

6. Because we must remember 
well that one who does good in the 
state of grace receives a double 
reward: on the one hand he pays 
off a part of the temporal punish- 
ment due to his sins, on the other 
hand he always merits a greater 
reward in heaven. 

7. Because we may say that one 
Mass offered for ourselves during 
life remits more temporal punish- 
ment than ten Masses after our 
death. Of course, we do not really 
know this so definitely; but we do 
know that from the Sacrifice of the 
Mass a living person receives more 
abundant and more certain fruit 
than a deceased person. Pope 
Benedict XV said: “It is especially 
to be considered that the fruits 
which are drawn from the Sacrifice 
avail living men far more abundant- 
ly than those who have departed 
this life, since to the former, well 
intentioned and disposed, they are 
more directly, more certainly, and 
more abundantly applied than to 
the latter.” (Epis. De Sodalitate a 
Bona Morte, 31 maii 1921; A.A‘S., 


XIII, p. 344.)

It is all very well for those in 
rude health and apparently as in- 
destructible as Gibraltar, to lecture 
us on how to bear sickness and 
face death. We will listen and 
mark. But how much more force 
there is to the counsel of one who, 
in the very toils of death, speaks 
luminously to us of the Christian 
way of meeting these. 


There is about this book the 
aura and the preciousness of the 
last letter of one about to cross 
the last border. 

Miss Houselander’s main concern 
is to make us see the relevance of 
the Passion to our own lives,.~ That 
relevance is threefold. 

First, Christ, in enduring the 
Passion, had us in mind, antici- 
pating and transforming every- 
thing in our lives that is dark and 
bitter and seemingly unendurable 
and sometimes even unintelligible. 

Secondly, we, in our time, exper- 
iencing suffering and death, are 
not isolated individuals, on our 
own. We enter upon these as in- 
dwelt by Christ, as members of 
Christ. Hence they have meaning 
and value which we could never 
give them, but which Christ, in 
whom we endure them, does give 
them. 

Thirdly, we must see the suffer- 
ing and the death of others in the 
light of Christ’s suffering and 
death. If we do not, we are sure 
to view them as horrible and 
baffling. If we do, our attitude 
changes radically. ; 

With these three keys the four- 
teen stations are opened up, one 
by one. Each is made the subject 
of meditation, each leads to a 
simple but substantial prayer. 

Christ takes up His Cross, and 
this is related to all who fear 
death. Simon helps with the Cross, 
and we are told that no one is 
meant to suffer alone. Veronica 
cleanses the face of Christ, and we 
are reminded of the Veronicas who 
today minister to Christ in the 
suffering. Christ falls, and each 
time there is impact on a situa- 
tion in our own lives which we 
might not know how to deal with. 
Christ is stripped, and we are 
asked to think of the contemporary 
strippings—of the sinner publicly 
shamed, the neurotic whose secrets 
are bared, the lover who must un- 
mask the truth about himself. 

So it goes, with the commentary 
reaching splendid heights in the 
climax of the Passion, and avoid- 
ing anti-climax in what is said of 
the removal from the Cross and 
the burial. 

Vision and practicality, these 
were the marks of Caryll House- 
lander’s thought and writing. She 
perceived the sublime, she looked 
into the heart of sublime mystery, 
and what she found she could put

Our Lady’s Way 


is God, a Woman, and the Way 
by Father M. Raymond, 0.C.S.O. 
(Bruce. $3.50). 


DIES AT 96 — Mother Mary 
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Katharine Drexel, 96, foun- 
dress of the Sisters of the 
Blessed Sacrament for In- 
dians and Colored People, 
died at the order’s mother- 
house in Philadelphia. A 
member of one of the city’s 
wealthiest families, she re- 
nounced position for the re- 
ligious vocation when she 
was 29, and devoted her life 
and money completely to the 
order and to other charities. 
She was sometimes called the 
“world’s richest nun.” The 
order, which serves American 
Indians and Negroes, was 
founded in 1891,. on the 
Drexel estate at Toresdale, in 
northeast Philadelphia, just 
south of the present com- 
munity and motherhouse at 
Cornwells Heights. Mother 
Drexel was the daughter of 
Francis A. Drexel, Philadel- 
phia. banker, partner of J. 
Pierpont Morgan, and a 
Catholic philanthropist. 


Father Raymond, it need hardly 


be said, is the Trappist who wrote 
The Man Who Got Even With God, 
God Goes to Murderer’s Row, The 
Less Travelled Road, and many 
other books. Last year he gave us 
A New Way of the Cross, illus- 
trated by John Andrews. Mr. 
Andrews has illustrated the present 
book, too. 


God, a Woman, and the Way may 
justly be called a work of comfort. 
The world’s disorder, distress, and 
apprehension are notorious. A 
feeling of hovering, perhaps final, 
disaster troubles each of us. Can 
anything be done about it? Must 
we just go stolidly to our doom? 

No, says the author. No need 
for fatalism. There can be a 
tremendous change for the better. 
But it depends on changing the 
minds and hearts of men. And 
each of us, beginning with him- 
self, can contribute enormously to 
a decisive general change. 

Our Lady is concerned that such 
change come about. So much she 
has demonstrated repeatedly in the 
last century, in apparition after 
apparition, the message of each 
being the urgent necessity of 
change and the peace and security 
which change will usher in. 

Father Raymond, with this as 
background, has taken the seven 
dolors of Our Lady and demon- 
strated the significance of each, 
not merely at the time of its 
occurrence, but also in terms of 
our present predicament and neces- 
sities. 

His style is not as disciplined as 
Miss Houselander’s, but I think that 
he here presents us with his best 
book. At least it is among his best. 

Mr. Andrews’ work is superb. 
His representations of the dolors 
focus on the hands of Our Lady 
and are technically fine, as well as 
most eloquent. 


For Priests 


OF particular interest to priests 
are The Priest in the World by 
Father Josef Sellmair (Newman. 
$3.25), and Tenders of the Flock 
by Father Leo Trese (Sheed and 
Ward. $2.50). 

The latter is the third of Father 


Trese’s books on the priesthood, 


and I would rank it ahead of the 
two earlier efforts. In a series of 
essays or conferences, it takes up 
various aspects of the priest’s voca- 
tion, work, day. ; 

Obviously the author knows 
priests well. He gives them credit, 
as everyone should, for undying 
aspirations to perfection. But he 
recognizes the impediments, in self 
and in circumstances, which stand 
in the way. On these he discourses 
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wants so earnestly to use 
worthily, will be enlarged and 
firmed by it.

Mayor Kennelly sent the letter 
to the City Council Committee on 
Judiciary and State Legislation. 


The committee is now studying the | 


objectionable literature situation. 

The Chicago Daily News invited 
the officers of the Civics Club to 
meet the editors of that news- 
paper. When they did so, the News 
printed an article about the stu- 
dents’ campaign along with a pic- 
ture of the officers of the club 
with Basil L. Walters, the execu- 
tive editor. 

But this still didn’t end the cam- 
paign. Next the eighth graders 
composed petitions, directed at 
aldermen, urging “legislative ac- 
tion to ban the sale of all litera- 
ture and comics which tend to cor- 
rupt the morals of our youth.” 

The club has sent 15,000 of these 
petitions to other schools in the 
city. They will be distributed by 
priests, rabbis and ministers to 
children of their congregations. 


After they are signed, the peti- 
tions will be presented to the al- 
— on the Chicago City Coun- 
cil. 

“We hope to get at least 10 
signers for each petition and end 
up with 150,000 signatures,” said 
Stanley Dembowski, 14, president 
of the club. 

Audrey Berquist, 13, said that 
studies show that many cases of 
juvenile delinquency are linked to 
crime and horror comics. “Our 
final objective is to ban completely 
all such literature.”

He 
spoke with feeling against United 
States efforts to use material or 
monetary aid in building the free 
world’s bulwark against Commun- 
ism. He deplored the “fabulous 
giveaway programs of the U.S. 
and the U.N. Billions of dollars 
have been poured into nations that 
today are solidly against us. 

“Sending monetary aid all over 
the world gained not one single 
friend. We shall never win the 
goodwill or friendship of Asiatic 
countries with blandishments and 
lavish handouts. True—they will 
always come back for more; but 
when the time comes to stand up 
and be counted, they’ll be found 
on the side that is militarily 
stronger and politically more ag- 
gressive and successful. Gratitude 
is not in the Communist lexicon. 
There is but one virtue and that 
is obedience of mind and body to 
the Peoples’ Government. : 

“We have the brains to work out 
the mechanics of the atom bomb,” 
the Bishop said. “Why can’t we 
produce the thinkers who will 
come up with ideas of how to sell 
American democracy to Europeans 
and Asiatics? 

“We try to sell them a purely 
mechanical way of life and they 
give a deaf ear to promises of 
motor-cars, radios, ard TV _ sets. 
Our programs are crude and only 
insult the finer cultural instinct of 
peoples much older than we. Why 
don’t our spokesmen for America 
make an honest, even scientific, 
effort to find out what these peo- 
ples upon whom we shower our 
billions in a futile effort to make 
them our friends, are really inter- 
ested in and really do want?”

Pocket Size Books 


Whiting — A _ council tirade 
against “indecent” pocket size 
books sent Whiting’s proposed 


comic book ordinance back to com- 
mittee for further study. 


THE ORDINANCE, as it stands 
now, would prohibit selling, offer- 
ing for sale, distributing, lending 
or giving away to a person under 
17 comic books portraying horror, 
indecency, brutality and violence. 


Councilman Stanley B. Sheb- 
ish, however, asserted that “this 
ordinance has not gone far 
enough.” 

He hurled charges of “filth” 
against pocket size books and cited 
these pint-sized editions as a direct 
cause of sexual offense. _ 

Mayor Michael B. Blastick, over- 
whelmed by the charges, decided 
to refer the ordinance back to com- 
mittee. 


The Hammond ordinance is to 
protect minors and contains a 
clause specifically referring to 
those under 17 years of age. 


It provides for fines up to $300 
and imprisonment up to six months 
for offenders. 

Active pressure for the law has 
been building since late January 
but “censorship” fears and de- 
mands that the rule’s scope be spe- 
cific periodically have conducted 
the measure in and out of com- 
mittees, 


ALFRED DesJardins, Hammond 


District Council of Catholic Men 
president, clarified his group’s 
stand on the matter at the Monday 
session by emphasizing that he was 
interested primarily in protecting 
minors.
